Washington, D. C. Aug. 13.—({Special. ]— 
Theodore Roosevelt is planning to make 
one of the most extensive and arduous polit- 
ical trips ever attempted by a candidate for 
the presidency. 

Beginning the first week in September he 
will go to St. Louis, thence through fowa 
to 8t Paul, and from St. Paul to the Pacific 
coast over the northern route. From Port- 
land, Ore., he will proceed to California, 

speaking, besides other points, at San Fran- 
@eco and Los Angeles. He will return east 
after hie Los Angeles visit, passing through 
Atifona and New Mexico. 

From Santa Fé he will travel north, ad- 
dressing meetings im Colorado, and then will 
resume his eastward journey, delivering 

speeches in Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri and 
Arkaneas. At Memphis he will speak be- 
fore the Mississippi levee conference and will 
hasten back to New York through Tennessee 
and North Carolina, Virginia and Maryland. 


South, Middle West, New Yor 

After a short rest, the colonel] will make 
a trip through the southern states, visiting 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Georgia, Alabama, 
Loulsiana, and Texas. A third trip will 
include Tllinois, Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, 
fowa, and Wisconsin. He will close the 
campaign by stumping New York. 

In all the colonel will be two months on 
the road. and in that time will visit prac- 
tically every state in the union. Before he 
starts west early in September, he will go 
to Rhode Island, Vermont, and possibly 
Maine. It is hoped by his managers that 
during the interim between trips he will be 
able to stump Maseachusetts, Connecticut, 
and New Hampeshire.. Some states will want 


@ “return engagement” in order to have 


the benefit of the colonel’a presence just 
before election day, 

The points at which the colonel will stop 
have not yet been determined tipon. This 
duty has been intrusted to the national com- 
mitteemen in the several states, who have 
been requested to forward their suggestions 
to headquarters. 

Central places, which are easily accessible 
to all in the neighborhood, are to be selected. 
It ie desired to have the colonel speak per- 
sonally to as many people as possible so 
thet he may be able to make explanations 
direct to the voters of the purpose actuating 
him in again seeking the presidency and of 
the platform on which he is running. 


Social Planks Important. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s policy with respect to his 
speeches will be similar to that observed in 
the primaries. He will mot fail to repeat 
what he already has said with respect to 
the boss ridden character of the Repub- 
ican and Democratic parties; and both of 
the opposing candidates, it is expected, will 
be forced to make answer to his statements. 
But of greater importance, in his judg- 
ment; than criticism will be the expression 
of his views on the various features of the 
platform. Of especial interest, in the 
colone¥s opinions, ane the planks relating to 
social and industrial justice, and these will 
be discussed by him et length. 

How to overcome the anticipated effect of 
the colonel’s tour is the question the cam- 
pPaign managers of the president and Gov. 
Wilson are sitting up nights to solve. To 
date there has been no modification of the 
Gecision that Mr. Taft shall not take tne 
stump. In his place all the old war horses

Greatest Press Campaign. 
Im addition, the greatest press campaign 
country has ever seen is to be launched. 
The president's policies, the achievements of 
Ms administration, and his refusal to sign 
Democratic and Progressive tariff bills will 
be praised.

Articles in Boat in Mississippi 
, Wontified as Those of the 
Missing Chicagoan, 


SUICIDE OR A FUGITIVE 


Her Husband, After Once Abandon- 
ing Hope, Takes Up Long 
Search Again. 


PURSE AND HAT ARE BELIEVED HERS 


Dr. John 8. Bogges, whose wife has been 
missing since Aug. 2, left last night for St. 
Louis to follow a clew which he hopes will 
Solve the mystery of «irs. Bogges’ strange 
disappearance. The chew may resuk either in 
the fmding of the missing woman or the re- 
covery of her body from the Mississippi. Dr. 
Bogges formerly was superintendent of the 
United States Marine hospital in this city. 

The husbend arrived in Chicago in the 
morning from Washington after following 
false scents for his miseing wife through 
half a dozen states. He learned here of the 
partial identification of a hat and other 
articles in a boat on the Mississippi near 
Fort Gage, Ill., as those of his wife. 

The place is eighty-five miles south of St. 
Louis, to which the articles found were taken. 

The identificatiom was made over the tele- 
phone by T. J. Keating of Columbus, father 
of Mrs. Bogges. A panama hat, a purse con- 
taining $10 and the stub of a sieeping car 
ticket from Kansas City to St. Louis for the 
night of Aug. 2, the day Mrs. Bogges dropped 
from sight, gloves and a night gown were 
found. 

Purse and Hat Strong Clews. 

The puree corresponded exactly with the 
kind Mrs. Bogges carried when she Gisap- 
peared, according to her father. Tire hat also 
is precisely Mke the one the woman wore, 


her relatives said. . It atili held two hatpine, 


and wes.trimmed with a bow of black velyet 
ribbon. <All of the Aning with the exception 
of a small black fringe had been torn out. 

When the descriptions were forwarded the 
police believed that the woman who had left 
the things in the boet had drowned hereelif. 
Dr. Bogges and Mr. Keeting gave up ali 
hope and prepared to go to St. Louls and 
make the identification certain. 

Later, in the evening, after having practi- 
cally abandoned hope of ever seeing his wife 
alive, Dr. Bogges had his spirits revived by 
a dispatch from operatives of the Burns De- 
tective agency, who have been assisting in 
the search. 

A telegram from St. Louis declared the 
woman whose effects were found in the boat 
had not been drowned, as first appearances 
indicated, but that she had taken a skiff 
from Fort Gage to Fostoria, Mo., and was 
then being traced. 


Tells of Woman’s Flight. 

According to messages received by Dr. 
Bogges over long distance telephone from 
St. Louis, Frank Ellis and Lewis Schroeder 
identified photographs of Mrs. Bogges as that 
of the woman to whom they sold a rowboat 
on Aug. 3. Schroeder declared further that 
he was positive the craft found at Fort Gage 
was the one he sold. s 

Elis and Schroeder said there waas nothing 
in ‘the woman's demeanor that would indl- 
cate her mind was affected. 

The woman with the boat was next seen in 
Herculaneum, Mo., about thirty miles south 
of St. Louls Anchoring the onaft in which 
she evidently had drifted and rowed all night, 
she went to the White hotel for breakfast, 
arriving a little after 6:30 o'clock. 


Story of Hotel Man. 

H. I. White, proprietor of the hotel, said 
over the long distance telephone that he re-. 
membered the woman and believes she was 
Mrs. Bogges. 

“She told me she was making a little trip 
down the river,’’ White said. ‘ After break- 
fast she sat around and then said she was 
going to row across the river to the Illinois 
side directly acrose from Herculaneum. 

“ When she got out in the current she yelled 
back and said she was afraid she could not 
get across, and that she was coming back. 
She tried to swing the skiff around, but the 
stream was too swift, and she went drifting 
down around the big bbuff south of Hercw 
laneum and disappeered.”’ 

Nothing more was heard of the mysterious 
woman in Herculaneum until 4:40 o'clook in 
the afternoon, when she got off a train, evi- 
dently having come from Festus, Mo., where 
it was believed she had left her boat. 

Entering the railroad station immediately 
she purchased a ticket from the agent, Ed- 
ward Tyson, back to Festus, and boarded the 
4:48 train for thdt point. There her trail 
was lost. 


She Became Despondent, 

Before leaving for St. Loulé last night 
Dr. Bogges said that his wife became i/l last 
March. When #he learned that paralysis had 
attacked her left side and woulda prevent 
her continuing her musical career she be- 
came despondent. 

“Her mental condition became worse 
while she was on a visit to her father in Cé- 
lumbus,”’ added the surgeon. “ One night, I 
have just learned, she attempted to chioro- 
form herself. Later she escaped from her 
mother here in Chicago and went to the Wil- 
gon avenue beach, intending suicide. She 
told me of this later in Kaneas City, where I 
was sent temporarily. 

“As regards her disappearance, we have 


| followed every line suggested. We traced 


her to the time she got off a car in the busi- 
ness section of Kansas City and started to- 
ward the Union station. There we lost all 
ck. 
us I watched all trams that night and know 
she did not leave then. T have been through 
all institutions and hospitals in Kansas City 
without result.

Franklin A. Umsted, Promoter, 
Bankrupt, Smiles as He 
Puts Assets at $210. 


TRIED TO SMASH TRUST. 


Running smoothly along with about 350 
pounds of flesh and a million dollar smile. 
FPrenklin A. Umsted, 4155 Sheridan road, 
calling himself a security salesman, breezed 
into the loop yesterday. He signed his name 


"tea petition ‘in’ DANEMIpPtCy,; antes Cheer 


fully at his attorney, and breesed out. 

Mr. Umaeted’s contribution to the bank- 
ruptcy records of the United States District 
court is an unusual! one. He schedules lia- 
bilities of $1,551,800, distributed generously 
about the country, largely among eastern 
trust companies. Against this staggering 


$210 assets. 

On the surface this would appear to prom- 
ise the hungry creditors—assuming there 
were no incidental expense—the sure pay- 
ment of about §0.00018 on the dollar. This 
thance is wiped out, however, by the peti- 
tioner’s declaration that hia $210 consists en- 
tirely of personal ¢ffects exempt from selz- 
ure. That makes it likely that there will be 
no scramble among the creditors for their 
share of the property. 


Tries to Bust Steel Trust. 

The man with the million dollar smile has 
been selling securifies and promoting new 
companies for about twenty years, adding 
to his girth as the yearsrolied by. His big- 
gest jump in finance was in the nature of an 
attempt to burst the United States Steel 
corporation. 

In 1908, not long after the Steel corpora- 
tion was floated. Umsted concluded to 
try a little merging of his own. Hechar- 
tered a company under the laws of Maine, 
advertised to take over the properties of 
practically all the small independent steel 
companies, and compete with the “ trust.” 

He progressed sufficiently far to get stock- 
holders in these companies from one coast 
to another to deposit with him their hold- 
ings, accepting in exchange certificates of 
stock in the new corporation. That is abaut 
all these security holders ever heard of Mr. 
Umsted. Some of them still hold handsome 
certificates of stock in the company. 


Continues as a Promoter, 

Undiscouraged by the sudden demise of his 
steel company, Umsated continued the gay life 
of a promoter, adding year by year to his 
obligations. According to his attorney, Ben- 
jamin Bachrach, his intentions were of the 
best. and most of the obligations are due to 
his indorsement of the notes of hie compa- 
nies. 

‘* All that list of liabilities is not what he 
got, by any means,” said Attorney Bachrach. 
“TI have known Umsted for some time and 
he appears to be a nice fellow. He would be 
all right if he didn't try to do too much. 
Every time he gets a couple of thousand 
dollars he wants to start a merger. But I 
don't believe he took any money he was 
not entitled to. For example, he never got 
any money from those big notes. It was his 
indorsement for the companies he organized 
that made him liable.’’ 


Has One Chicago Creditor. 

The one Chicago creditor, Elliott W. Dar- 
ling, 4700 Racine avenue, expressed gratifica- 
tion that Mr. Umseted had remembered to 
put his name down in the list, even if that 
particular debt was only $4,000. 

‘That was contracted in 1908 in New York,”’ 
said the creditor, **in connection with the 
plunge into the steel business, shortly before 
I discovered the stock in his mammoth 
merger was worthless. I had forgotten all 
about that claim. And I might as wel! keep 
on forgetting it. But it was kind of Umsted 
to remember me.” 

There is a fat claim of the Union Trust com- 
pany of Boston for $225,000. The Interna- 
tiond] Trust company of Baltimore is cred- 
ited with $106,000, and the American Finance 
company of New York with $100,000, These 
are the largest claims, but the smaller ones 
are well scattered. is 

An official of the Boston house says the in- 
debtedness is on loans heavily secured by col- 
lateral. When asked about the nature of the 
loans and the character of the collatera) 
the official grew cold and unsympathetic. 

“IT do not care to go into that,” he said 
icily. “* Good night.” :

The proposed milk ordidance is de- 
signed to bring to Chicago the greatest 
posstble amount of clean, wholesome 
raw milk. It provides that: 

1—Miulk produced and handled in 
conformity with established standards 
for public safety may be sold raw. 

2— Milk produced in conformity with 
standards only slightly lower may be 
sold tf made safe by proper pasteuriza- 
tion. | 

3—No other milk may be sold in 
Chicago, 

Every alderman who is correctly in- 
formed and advised will support this 
much needed ordinance.—CITIZENS' 
MILK COMMITTEE. 

Final efforts to swing into line the alder- 
men who are “ undecided ” on the merits of 
the milk ordinance will be made early today. 
The battle will be won or lost for this sum- 
mer at the special session of the city council 
at 2 o'clock thie afternoon. 

Even in thé #hort time left the forces ral- 
lied by the citizens’ milk committee will be 
at work. At a meeting yesterday afternoon 
the cominittée éxpredged confidence of vic- 
tory, but it was declared necessary to in- 
crease the margin of safety. until the ordi- 
nance is certain to pags. Those aldermen 
who had not heard ‘the pwhblic’s side’ of 
the case heard it in the evening or will hear 
it this morning. 

The opposition to the revised ordinance 
dwindled so rapidly that enthusiasts pre- 
dicted there will be only a brief debate at the 
council seesion. “The committee agreed that 
not more than three or four aldermen will 
speak against the regulations urged, but it 
was insisted that the “ silent vote’’ be im- 
pressed thoroughly with the real purpose 
and effect of the measure. 


Milk Petitions Pour In. 

Petitions entreating the city council to act 
favorably on the recommendation of the 
health departmemt, the health committee. 
and the citizens’ committee poured in on 
Secretary Douglas Sutherland, and a large 
number of them are expected this morning. 
Tt is predicted the combined petition wil! 
be the largest ever presented to the council 
in a matter of this sort. 

In addition to this form of appeal a num- 
ber of organizations directed communi- 
cations to the individual aldermen. The 
Civic federation sent to each a letter signed 
by its president, Henry M. Byliesby, inclos- 
ing a copy of the conclusions of the federal 
bureau of animal industry on the “bugaboo” 
of pasteurization. 

“Your vote will be needed,” said Mr. 
Byliesby’s letter, “ for an ordinance designed 
to protect Chicago citizens and their children 
against umwholesome and disease producing 
milk. The ordinance recommended by the 
health department and a majority of the 
members of the council committee on health 
seems to us reasonable and fairtoall. It has 
been cargfully prepared. It imposes no con- 
ditions that have not operated successfully 
in other cities. 

“Chicago is entitled to the best possible 
protection of its milk supply. This or- 
dinance, we believe, guarantees such pro- 
tection and we respectfully ask that you vote 
for its enactment without change.” 

George E. Cole Also Signs Appeal. 

A similar letter sent by George &. Coie, 
president of the Citizens’ association, foi- 
lows: 

“On behalf of the Citizens’ association of 
Chicago I would respectfully urge that you 
give your 6upport es 4 member of tne city 
council to the ordinance recommended by the 
health committee of that body and by the 
department of health for the purpose of safe- 
guarding Chicago's milk supply. : 

“ Believing that the prompt passage of this 
ordinance ie necessary for the adequate pro- 
tection of the heaith of the small children 
of the city the Citizens’ aseociation heartily 
favors such action.” 

A especial appeal to the akiermen of the 
west side wee made by the Daily Jewish 
Courier im an article written by Harry A. 
Lipsky, a member of the citizens’ committee. 
In part it follows: 

“Public opinion has been aroused and a 
genera] discusston has taken place which has 
demonetrated that the small milk dealers, 
in whose name the opponents of the ordi- 
nence speak, are not opposed to the mein 
provisions of the ordinance. 


Pasteurization Not for All Milk. — 
“Tt has been learned that pasteurization 


is not to be required for all milk, but only 


for such milk as comes from insanitary dai- 
ries—that only milk bearing pathogen's 
germ spreaders of death and disea se—need 
be pasteurized. But milk produced from 
heakhy cows, milked under sanitary condi- 
tions, handled by healthy persons in clean

MAY TOTAL, $200,000 


Bank Records Already Show 
He Planted Nearly $60,000 
in Eight Months. 


HAS OTHER REPOSITORIES 


Sam Schepps, Rosenthal Suspect, 
Hidden by Federal Men 
in Arkansas. 


New York. Aug. 18.—{Specia!.|— Within the. 


last eight months Police Lieut. Becker, 
charged with instigating the murder of Her- 
man Rosenthal, gambler, banked $58,846. 
Becker's deposits, inclucing stocks and bonds 
in safety deposit boxes and money in other 
banks. may reach $200,000. His salary asa 
police lieutenant was $2,250 a year. 

Banking interests, acting through the New 
York clearing house committee, came to the 

aid of District Attorney Whitman today. A 
virtual command was given to all banks in 
the clearing house to furnish the district at- 
torney with a record of deposits they may 
have received from any of the police officials 
the district attorney suspects of having been 
collectors of blackmail from the disorderly 
elements. 

As a result records showing that Becker 
made bank deposits of $58,84 in his own 
name or that of his wife were placed in the 
hands of the prosecutor. 

These deposits were first made in Novem- 
ber 1911, shortly after Becker became head 
of the strong arm squad of garhbling raiders 
and continued all during the time that Jack 
Rose says he was collecting graft for Becker 
and until after his arrest.

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PASS THE POSTOFFICE BILL 


Senators Act After Two Days of 
Hot Fighting. 


ROOT BECOMES OFFENDED. 


Clashes with La Follette During De- 
bate on Unionizing. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—The annual 
postoffice appropriation bill passed the sen- 
ate tonight at the end of two days’ fighting 
over provisions relating to parcels post, good 
roads improvement, and the affiliation of 
postal employés with labor organizations. 

As it goes back to the house the bill con- 
tains some restrictions on the right of postal 
employés to join outside organizations; and 
an entirely new system of parcels post, based 
on the “ zone plan,” with varying rates for 
varying distances. " 

It was during the debate on this bill yes- 
terday that Senator La Follette charged that 
his mail had been tampered with while in 
custody of the department. .He refused to 
add to his charges today and the post- 
office department probably will make no in- 
vestigation unless ordered to do so by con- 
grees. 

Many Important Differences. 

The appropriation measure will go into 
conference with many important differences 
remaining to be settied. The house pro- 
vided that no employé of the posta) service 


shoulé be subject to reduction om removal 
‘tor joining an organization having for its 


object improvements in conditions of labor 


or compénsation. 


After a fight involving the right of govern- 
ment employés to strike, the senate today 


approved this’in‘part, but provided that em 


ployés should not join an organization 
“which impoges an obligation or duty to 
strike orto assist in a strike against the 
Untted States.” 

Claims Right to Strike. 

The question of the. right to orgenize 
brought out the sharpest ‘debate. Senator 
Smith of South Carolina claimed flatly that 
postal employés had a right to strike. Sen- 
ator Root and Senator Sutherland attacked 
that contention sharply. 

“The next step would be a strike of the 
military and navel force and other govern- 
ment employés,”” @eclared Senator Root. 
“The next thing we know we would have 
no government.” 

“The postoffice department has not only 
discouraged but forbidden the organization 
of railway mail employés,”’ said Senator La 
Follette. He declared the fight against pos- 
tal organization was © directed against the 
American Federation of Labor, and nothing 
else.” 

La Follette and Root Clash. 

Senator Root and Senator La Follette got 
into a wordy clash today over whether Mr. 
La -Follette favored ‘legislation in the post- 
office appropriation bill which would sanc- 
tion a strike of government employés. When 
Mr. Root asked the Wisconsin senator a 
direct question to that effect Mr. La Follette 
ghouted that he “ refused to be trapped by 
the senator from New York/’ 

Mr. Root insisted that La Follette with- 
draw the remark, saying it was offensive. 

“Tf the remark is offensive I will modify 
it,” said La Follette. 

“It is offensive,”’ returned Senator Root. 

“TY do not sanction legislation that would 
in any way authorize strikes on the part of 
postal employés,’’ said Mr. Le Follette, and 
the squall blew over.

They’ were almost too 
small to look into the big exhibit cases and 
they said they had come a long way to “ see 


| the relics about the Indian massacre.” 


“ Wait a little while and you will be able 
to see everything,” said Miss Caroline M. 
Mclivaine, the director, when one of the 
children caught hold of her skirt. “ You 
shall hold in your own hands the great sword 
of Capt. Nathan Heald, who was in command 
of the garrison at the time of the massacre.”’ 


Oil Painting of Old Port. 

Tm the lecture room the children were 
shown a large oll painting of Fort. Dearborn 
by Dwight Benton. It is to be formally 
presented to the society tomorrow evening, 
the hundredth anniversary of the massacre. 

The ohildren were led to the rear of the 
rotunda where the oki “ massacre log "’ 
wes shown. Miss Mclivainé then got the 
big sword and handed it to Joe. 

Later they were taken into a private room 
where other articles from the same source 
ae the historic sword were shown to them. 
Among these was the honeymoon trunk of 
Capt. Heald and his wife, who was Rebecca 
Wells. They had carried it on horseback 
from Louisville, Ky., to Fort Dearborn. When 
they attempted to leave the fort and were 
attacked by the Indians at the foot of Eight- 
eenth street on the lake shore, the red men 
took the trunk and sold it and its contents 
at St. Louis.

Nineteen Republicans Join 
Democrats in House of 
Representatives. 


NO CHANCE IN SENATE. 


Old Guard Will Stand by Presi- 
dent, Which Means No Tariff 
Reduction This Session.

{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 138.—[Special.]— 
After a close counting of noses and the estab- 
lishment of a new parliamentary precedent 
the house of representatives this afternoon 
passed the wool tariff revision bill over Pres- 
ident Taft's veto. The vote was 174 in favor 
and 80 against, 19 Republicans voting with 
the Democrats to override the veto. 

The bill now goes to the senate for a similar 
trial, but to meet in all probability a different. 
fate.’ The Democrats and Progressive Re- 
publicans entertain no hope of obtaining a 
two-thirds vote of the senate for the passage 


“of the bill. 


No further attempt .will be made to bring 
about a reduction of the wool tariff at this 
session, and im fact the entire tariff revision 
movement ie now ata standstill, with nothing 
accomplished in the direction of lightening 
the burden of the tariff tax on the people. 


Old Guard Challenges Votes. 

The struggle of the Democrats to win « 
two-thirds affirmative vote for the passage 
of the wool bill over the veto was the feature 
of the incident in the house. The regular 
Republicans saw it would be close and ques- 
tioned every vote added to the affirmative 
at the conclusion of the roll call. 

Representative Levy of New York said he 
was present, but did‘not hear his name called. 
This was disputed by Representative Long- 
worth, who asserted he saw Levy outside 
the chamber at the time. Levy's vote was 
counted. Representative Lewis said. he wes 
in the doorway when his name wes celled, 
and Speaker Clark ruled this to be sufficient 
qualification. 


Have Four Votes to Spare. 

Ten regular Republicans voted “ present,” 
being paired with absemtees. That made the 
number of representatives present 264, of 
which 176 is two-thirds. But Speaker Clark 
ruled that only two-thirde of those voting 
yea or ney, or 170, was necessary, and de- 
clared the. bill passed over the veto, with 
four votes to spare. 

Some regular Republicans opposed the rul- 
ing, but Minority Leader Mann upheld the 
speaker and the protests were withdrawn. 

The Republicans who voted to pase over the 
veto were Akin of New York, Anderson, Da- 
vis, Lindbergh, Miller, and Steenerson of 
Minnesota; Cooper and Morse of Wisconsin, 
Helgesen of North Dekote, Hent of Cali- 
fornia, Lafferty of Oregon,. La Follette and 
Warburton of Washington, Norris.and Sloan 
of Nebraska, Woode of Iowa, and Anthony, 
Rees, and Young of Kaneas.

BASKET. 

The housewife with her preserving kettle 
was a bacteriologist.

In two important respects her home was 
well founded—bacteriologically and econom- 
ically. When she went to the large city from 
the small town she carried the preserving 
kettle with her—probably not the great,

too generous proportions fr a flat; but she 
carried a preserving kettle of some sort, aud 
some fruit went into ‘glass jars every year. 
Bacteriologically she remained an expert, 
but economically she suffered a lapse. The 
market basket was left behind. The tele- 
phone took its place. 

In New York the Housewives’ league is 
endeavoring to restore the basket to its oll 
time uses. Truck markets are being opened 
to which Long Island farmers may bring 
their produce; where the farm and the house- 
wife again may meet each other half way. 

Mrs. Julian Heath is president vf the 
league and bead of the market basket move- 
ment. Most of the women are trying to do 
their marketing with shopping bags. Mrs. 
Heath insists on the basket. A fish market 
has been operating for some time under the 
patronage of the league. Its success en- 
couraged the opening of the truck market. 
“Baskets are really essentia! in this cam- 
paign,” said Mre. Heath the day the truck 
market opened. “I've got enough vegeta- 
bles in mine to last four days, and they cost 
me only 55 cents.” 

The New York committee on market prices 
and costa, a special subdivision of the state 
food investigating commission, has report- 
ed that it finds the marketing of food in New 
York City costs $150,000,000 annually. 
Forty-five per cent of the whole cost of food 
is in the handling. The market basket 
evades considerable of that tax. The com- 
mission does not recommend the establish- 


New York, fearing that heavy fixed charges 
might be imposed on the community and the 
markets thus established be incapable of 
changing with changing conditions of popu- 
lation. It suggests that for large cities the 
consolidation of emaH retail stores would 
minimize the cost of handling. 

The New York women are not bothering 
with “fixed charges.”

WHY RICKETS? 
ICKETS develop in children who 
live under bad hygienic condi- 
tions. Hygienic conditions may 
be very good in some ways and 
bad enough to cause rickets in 


others. 

A few years ago Lincoln park had a 
magnificent mountain lioness. Each year 
she bore a fine brood, nursed them well, 
kept them in good health, and brought 
them up strong and fime looking. Dur- 
ing those years | Cy De Vry always had 
mountain lions for sale. Her eighth lit- 
ter developed rickets, and after that every 
litter died from this disease, The cage 
was the same—always sanitary and well 
kept. The mother’s food was the same— 
always of the best. The only cause that 
differed was that the mother had grown 
old and ber milk had become poor, 

The cause of rickets that overshadows 
all others is poor food. Usually the way 
in which the food is poor is that it does 
not contain fat and that it contains too 
much sugar and starch. In other words, 
the child gets too little cream and too 
much cereals and bread. 

eo 

In hot weather babies need little grease 
and fat. It is doubtful if any baby will 
get rickets as the result of. eating too 
little cream during the warm weather 
between now and September 15. But 
it is pretty certain that more children will 
get rickets from drinking milk within 
the next month. Why? There seems to 
be contradiction in these statements. It 
is because much of the city milk con- 
sumed by children will be mildly spoiled.

A few years ago some argued that 
pasteurized milk caused rickets. Nobody 
has taken this position in any recent 
writings. When Chicago’s milk fight 
was on four years ago, free use was made 
of a pamphlet by Dr. Still, in which 
pasteurization was given as the most fre- 
The chapter on 
rickets in Osler’s Modern Medicine, re- 
cently issued, was written by Still and 
yet nowhere does he give pasteurization 
as a cause of rickets. While pasteuriza- 
tion does not make milk a cause of rickets, 
a very high bacterial count does. The 
average bacterial count of Chicago milk 
in July, 1912, with the less pasteuriza- 
tion, was 2,559,610; that of July, 1911, with 
more pasteurization, was 4,759,255. 

ae 

But aside from mildly spoiled milk, wa- 
tery milk, and too much cereal, rickets 
may come from bad home hygiene. Such 
conditions as too much heat in the room, 
the cook stove or the washtubs and the 
baby side by side, too little light—babies 
fighting for their lives in basements, tene- 
ments, in rooms opening out on dark pas- 
sageways, in houses covering all the lot 
and set jamb against other houses cover- 
ing all of their lots, in houses cluttered 
with household goods, and usually dirty, 
where flies are. 

Rickets may develop because the mother 
must work and baby must be left to the 
care of small fhildren. Each of these 
can cause rickets; usually several of them 
combine to cauge it.

christening’ of Edward VI. Robert Long was 
secretary of state to Charles II., and lies 
entombed in Westminster abbey. 

The Longs are still rich, but much of their 
formerly great wealth was squandered by the 
fourth Earl of Mornington, whom his uncle, 
the great Duke of Wellington, used to refer 
to as “the curse of hig (the Wellesley) 
family.” 

Mornington succeeded at the age of 24 In 
winning the hand of Miss Katharine Long, 
sister of Sir James TylInéy Long and heiress 
to his estates, valued at about $500,000 a 
year, and personal property to the amount of 
some $4,000,000. In fact, she was regarded 
at the time of her marriage in 1812 ag the 
greatest heiress of her day. 

The early days of her married life were 
spent at her childhood's home of.Wandstead 
hall, a palace on the borders Of Epping forest, 
which was said to have but one equa! in Eng-

away within twelve months.

Thereafter Lord Mornington went from bad 
to worse and became to such an extent an 
outcast, that a family council of the Welles- 
leya, held at Apsley house under the presi- 
dency of the Duke of Wellington, decided that 
he was unfit to be trusted with the care of his 
children. 

This opinion was confirmed by the courts 
amd, at the duke’s instance, the sons of the 
earl were made wards in chanvery. 

Finally, without a penny in the world 
ostracised by all, subsisting on an allowance 
Paid to him weekly by his uncle, the first 
Duke of-Wellington, and afterwards by his 
cousin, the second duke, he died in humble 
lodgings in Thyer stveet, in the Marylebone 
district of London. . 

His eldest son, who had always declined to 
have anything to do with his father, suc- 
ceeded to the earldom, dying without issue 
in Paris in 1863, when his honors passed to 
his cousin, the second Duke of Wellington.

There has been so much misapprehension 
as to the identity of the former owner of the 
paintings by Van Dyck and his pupil, Patrus 
Cristus, Dierick Bouts, and Other Flemish 
old masters that have just atrived in New 
York—some consigned to J. Pierpont Morgan, 
others to the Metropolitan museum, or to 
art dealers—that it may be as well to ex. 
plain that they formed part of the famous 
collection of the late Baron Albert Oppen- 
heim, who died last spring. 

His native city of Cologne’ had hoped to 
acquire it, either by bequest or Purchase, at 
a reasonable sum from the heirs. But no 
bequ@st wes made, and the city authorities 
found themselves unable to bid against the 
Parisian art dealers at the sale. It is a 
source of cruel regret to them that these 
treasures should have crossed the Atlantic. 

Baron Albert Oppenheim was the only re- 
maining son of thé founder of the banking 
house of Oppenheim. His nephew, Baron 
Simon Oppenheim, married to Miss Florence 
Hutchins of New York, Is now the head of the

PLAYED PIANO AT FOUR. 
Born at St. Etienne in 1842, Jules Massenet 
gave proof, almost before he had mestered 


_ hie letters, of the possession of musical tal- 


ents of a high order. 

He couk? play a sonata of Beethoven on 
the plano at 4, and five years later became 
A pupfl at the Paris conservatoire, with Lau- 
rent, Reber, and Ambroise Thomas as his 
teachers. oe 

At the age of 28 he went back to Paris to 
marry one of Liszt's most accomplished 
puptie, publish the Requim Mase and Mary 
Magdalene oratorio he had composed while 
traveling in Italy, and prepare for the pro- 
duction of ‘‘ David Rizzio,”” with Mme. 
Vandenheuval-Dutre and Mme. Roger and 
Bonnetree as interpreters. After that the 
life of Maseenet was a continuous march 
from victory to victory. 

After the Franco-Prussian war he rose 
to the first rank among the young French 
composers by the production of the opera 
comique, “Don Cesar de Bazan,” in 1872, 
incidental music to the tragedy, *‘ Les Erinn- 
yes,’ 1873, and an oratorio, “ Marie Magde- 
leine.”" Then followed “ Eve,”’ 1876, an ora- 
torio something in the style of Gounod’s 
“ Gallia "’; more suites d’orchestre and over- 
ture de concert, and the overture to “ Phé- 
dre,’ ay well as piano music and choruses, 


Long List of Triumphs. 

At Christmas in 1881 Massenet went to 
Brussels to produce “ Herodiade’’ at the 
Monnaie, and two years later “ Manon" wae 
given with great éclat at the Paris Opera 
Comique. On Nov. 30, 1885, all Paris assem- 
bled at the first performance of * Le Cid.” 

In 1891 Massenet produced “Le Mage,” 
which exited as much admiration ae “ Le 
Cid '’ or “ Le Rol de Lahore.’ This was in 
turn succeeded by ‘“ Werther ” and “ L’Car- 
rilon,’’ both produced at the Imperial opera, 
Vienna. 

Then followed “‘ Thais" in 1804; “ La Na- 
varraise'’ in the same year; “ Sapho,” in 
1897; *‘ Cendrillon,” in 1800; ‘* Griseldis,” in 
1901; “* Le Joneleur de Notre Dame,” in 1902; 
*“Cherubin,”" in 1906, and “ Ariane "’ in 1908.

Physician in Relief Work Finds Thou- 
sands of Destitute Persons Fighting 
for Possession of Meager Supplies.

LONDON, Aug. 13.—A dispatch to the 
Chronicle from Constantinople quotes a 
doctor who has returned from relief work 
in the earthquake districts as saying that 
3.000 persons were killed at Myriophitis, 
Chora, and Iraklitza. ‘ 

A great crater was formed at Gane and the 
village was swallowed up. 

Fifty villages along the shores of the Dar 
danelles were destroyed. 

The doctor said he passed through a dis 
trict where many thousands of destitute men 
were fighting for possession of meager sup- 
plies that were arriving.

The characters in 
the new play are of greater social consequence 
than the Harlem fiat dwellers of five years ago, 
Bob Reynolds receives $25 a week as a chemist, 
where Joe Brooks was paid only $18 as a collec- 
tor. Bob has come out of Cornell with honors, 
and gets the $25 weekly from the government. 
He its struggling under the burden of buying a 
bungalow on installments*and the exactions of 
@ young and sensitive wife who's getting impa- 
tient with his lack of monetary progress. 

When Brand, who was a classmate, comes 
along and offers him $40,000 to call No. 2 cement 
No. 1 in a formal report on materials for a big 
Gam for which Brand has the contract Bob re- 
fuses—not with heroics, but, indeed, with a 
great deal of amiability.

Pepper Salads. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


NE of our distinct gains in cosmopolitan 

ways of eating is shown by our wider 

‘use of the sweet green pepper. We now 

use it much in our salads: we have 

found that it is as good with a simple 
meat stuffing (the cold soup meat) as with the 
more elaborate and expensive one... We boil it 
with our fish to flavor it, and we chop up a bit 
of pepper and warm it with cold chopped pota- 
toes in milk with other seasonings.. In this 
combination it gives the characteristic touch 
to O’Brien potatoes, which may be fried and 
folded into one of the most welcome of “ potato 
omelets.” 

The sweet pepper is an excellent salad con- 
stituent. It is sometimes sliced and served 
alone on a lettuce leaf and eaten with either 
French or mayonnaise dressing. Tomators, cu- 
cumbers, and peppers are used to make quite a 
standant salad which Is popular with eaters of 
rather heavy foods. 

The tomato, green pepper, ard an onion side 
one of the family salads of the Creoles, who be- 
lieve that this combination its good for te 
health. The amount of onion used is small in 
proportion tothe other ingredients—one onion 
to four or six tomatoes and two green peppers.

Sweet Pepper Salad—Chop four peppers and 
a cup of cold boiled beets separately and mix 
lightly.’ Garnish and serve in any preferred 
way. Or mix the same with one onion and 
sliced cucumbers which have been in cold water 
for one hour. 

Pepper Lilies—Cut sweet pepepers in petal 
shaped points, leaving them joined at the stem 
end. Remove the pulp and seeds. Make spheres 
of cottage cheesesinto which have been mixed 
the tips of peppers finely minced and as much 
cream as one would use in serving the cheese 
plain. Rice the yolks of hard boiled eggs and 
sprinkle over the cheese spheres, press the pep- 
per petals gently but not closely about each 
sphere, and serve on bianched lettuce hearts 
with the dressing preferred.

PATRICIA SCORES 
OVER MICHICAGO 


Takes Second Victory of Series 
for Yacht Trophy by 
Nine Seconds. 


ELEMENT OF LUCK HELPS

It is doubtful if an international yacht 


race was ever sailed that was more closely 
contested or more productive of interest than 
yesterdays race in which Patricia of the 
Royal Canadian Yacht club defeated Michi- 
eago of the Chicago Yacht club. 

The dominion yacht, while cleverly sailed 
by Skipper Gooderham and his Canadian 
crew, had more than an even break in luck, 
and even at that barely beat the American 
representative across the finishing line. The 
victory was gained by a margin of nine sec- 
ends and gave Patricia its second leg on the 
Richardeon great lakes trophy. If Patricia 
wins in today’s race the Gooderham craft 
will take the tnternationel tith across the 
border, while if Michicago is able to come 
back the eeriés will stand two each and a 
fifth race will be necessary tomorrow. 

Yesterday's contest was a thriller and the 
result was in doubt from the time of the get- 
away until the finishing cannon wae fired 
from the judges’ boat.

being well aware of the dause of the death of 
horee racing, boxing contests, etc.; further assum- 
ing that you are cognizant of the fact that the 
American public supports liberally the naticnal 
game, baseball, and that is the public that pays 
the freight and enables the baseball clube and the 
national league to exist. 

“In view of theee facts and statements. as set 
forth, we, the undersigned, supporters of the Na- 
tional league, supporters and patrons of the Chi- 
cago club of the National league, desire to enter 
vigorous protest against the treatment and decis- 
ions as rendered againet the Chicago club and the 
players of the Chicago club, and at this time par- 
ticularly refer to the suspension of one John Evers 
for a period of five daya, which includes two days 
of the New York club series, which opens here 
Thureday, the 15th.
